Ashford Committed by the Coroner': 
Jury— The Evideiiee Taken 
lu the Case, 



Prisoner Said to Have High English 
Connections— He Professes 
Entire Ignorance. 



Vancouvkr, Dec, 28. — (Speoial)— At 2:30 
to day Ashford, tho murderer of bis wife 
and ohild, aehen grey, wild-eyed and crip- 
pled by oloao confinement and nervoua pros- 
tration, was brought before tho coroner at the 
city buildings. A jury was ompunollod and 
the investigation commenced Immediately. 
Tho oourt room waa crowded to suffooation. 
Whether aaaumed or reul, tho prisoner auted 
liko a man complotoly out of bis mind, 
groaning, ohivoring and peering uround in a 
suspicious way, hia eyea unceasingly shift- 
ing and rolling in an uncanny fiBhion. 
Ollicor Crawford was tho firat witness, and 
his story waa tho namo as has already ap- 
peared in tho Colonist. Dr. Boll-Irving 
gave evidence na to hia examination of the 
wound that caused tho death of Mrs. Aah- 
ford. 

Little Mildred Aahford, tho only cyo- 
witnofa of tho tragody, was noxt examinod, 
her evidence, given in a timid voioo, being 
ocnfimiatory of the acoount given in the 
Colonist aa her depoaition at tho hospital, 
when it waa feared she would die. She was 
ached if the man In court waa tho one that 
did tho (hooting, and looking at her broken 
down, haggard father supporting hia head 
in hie hinda and averting hia fscp, she burst 
into tears and Bobbed faintly, " Yes ; that's 
tho one." Littlo Mildred was eo agitated 
that It waa decided to aak hor no moro ques- 
tion! and, after being soothed by gentle 
worda from Coroner McGuigan and Matron 
Mist, MaoPhio, of the hoapital, hor evidenoo 
waa read and she signed it in a neat hand. 

l'red Aahford, eon of tho accused, waa 
the next witness. Ho iB a Bturdy young 
follow of lo and very intelligent. Ho aaid 
ho waa lighting a fire downstairs when he 
hoard a shot from a revolver ; ho listened 
and hoard another shot, then he rushed up- 
stairs and saw his father loading hia re- 
volver at a lamp, and said to him : " What 
have you done ? " Hia father did not an- 
swer, but held tho revolver up and ho ran, 
rushing out of the house, through the back- 
yard of the next houBe, and crawled 
through a holo under tho house. Hia 
father came after him and stood for 
a minute close to the hole mutter- 
ing to himself, went into the shed and 
from there went into the lane. The boy con- 
tinued : " Fathor had been drinking hard 
before the mnrder ; he wrb always in a bad 
tompor when drinking ; ho waa sometimes 
kind and aomotlmea cross to us ; when we 
miabehaved ho took a svritoh and atruok ua 
two or threo times aoross tho hand ; father 
did not aeem to bo right when he aaked me 
to light the fire early in the morning." 
Witness knew of no quarrel between his 
mother and father. 

George Monro, expressman, apoko of Ash- 
ford saying to him the day before the mur- 
der that bo was independent of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad and that he had got 
gocd newn that hereafter ho was going to 
reooive $1 1G a day from England forever. 
Hi itemed agitated ; but did not seem to 
have been drinking much. Ho thought be 
war excited about getting tho money from 
England. 

Lorgoant Haywood having given evidence 
as to Ashford's arrest, the prisoner was 
asked if he had anything to say. For some 
time ho appeared to be collecting his 
thoughts, then rising and steadying himself 
against tho doBk with great difficulty, he 
aaid : " I remembor buying a revolver and 
cartridges one day laat week. When I took 
them home my wifo asked if thoy wero a 
prosont for her father. I aaid yoB. She 
BBkod what they woro. I aaid to 
her to nover mind, that I would 
tako hf.r evoi. to Capilanc and she 
would Bee whon her father opened it. I 
then asked for a gh' BS of milk and took aome 
whiskey with it. I took a wine glass full of 
whiskey. I took threo or four moro during 
the nignt. I gave tho boys ordero to put on 
a fire in tho cook atovo and tho parlor stove 
botweon two and threo o'clock in tho morn- 
ing. After tho lust drink I took I wont to 
bod and do not remembor anything else 
until I fou-nd myaolf in charge of tho polios. 
What time that was I cannot say." 

Tho jury after doliborating for ton min- 
utes roturned a verdict of " wilful murder." 
Mr Moresby appeared f it tho Crown. Mag- 
istrate Jordan look the bonoh ut the oonclu- 
iiioo of the inquest and askoil prisoner, after 
reading tho charge of murdor to him, if ho 
had anytliitig to say. Aahford said : " I 
don't know that, I can Bay anything more 
bouldes what I havo alroady said." 

Tho prisoner was then tukon to Westmin- 
ster to await hia trial before Mogiatrato 
Jordan, next Friday. Tho prisoner, forgot 
ting the wide gulf now stretching botween 
himself ond his family, called poromptorily 
to hia son, " F r eddy, come here ! " but tho 
officers led tho father ono way and the eon 
in an opposuo dircotion, and tho old man 
on his way "o tho cella muttered, "I want 
Freddy to tell his sister to gob my coat, I'm 
cold." 

Aahford, it ia suld, claims to belong to tho 
nobility of England and poopio marvelled 
at tho education and refinement of tho man 
who haa been engaged for fivo years wheel- 
ing a freight truck on tho Canadian Pucific 
railroad wharf at §1 50 per day, and won- 
dcrod at the culturod taste of his wifo who 
was providing for a family of b!x children. 
Ashford will nob give his correct namo, 
which, through misfortune or disgrace, ho 
changed, and married an officer's daughter 
and afterwards joined tho army as a private 
soldier. Tho names of Aahford's aristociatio 
anoestry will bo brought out in tho trial, as 
his private papers have been oxaminod. Tho 
prisonor ia a graduuto of Cambridge Univer- 
sity. Juat before tho murder Aahford apoko 
of an annuity having boon Bcttled on him 
for life by partioa in England. 



SURPRISED AND INDIGNANT-

waa surprised and indignant when he 
learned that hia offer to Increase Prince 
Hohonloho's aalary had become known.

obviously feigned hand. Tho envolopcs bore 
a noblf man'u crest partially effaced.

Many think that the letters wore sent by 
the authors of the Kotza aoandals.

SEEDED REFORM. 

One of ,lohn Hums' Proposals Adopted by 
British Postmaster-General Morley. 

New York, Dec. 27.— The employes of 
tho general poat office in London, as well us 
tho large aub-poat'officoa in the metropolis, 
are repicirg over the faot that a reform 
which John Hums, tho labor leader, de- 
manded at the hands of Posttnastor-General 
Morley just before hiB departuro for this 
country has been inaugurated, For many 
years ib hos been the custom of higher and 
sub-offioials of the main and brinch poBt- 
offioeB to permit dealers in clothing, foot- 
wear, millinery, jewelry and sundry other 
nocoa8aries and articles of personal adorn- 
mint to visit the buildings onco a week and 
p'v their trade amongst tho employes, space 
for tho disphy of their wares being roservod 
for them in the basoment. 

This Bystem, known aB tho tally system, 
has of late assumed suoh serious proportions 
that many of the employes have become 
financially embarrasaed, their debts to the 
instalment men umounting in eomo oases to 
two or three moiithB wiges. Tho natural 
assumption has always been that the tally 
men paid a commission to tho officials 
for the privileges granted them, but 
this has never been proved. A few 
weeks ago a delegation headed by John 
Rums brought ^ho matter to tho attention 
of tho l'oatmuat.or General and demanded 
that the practice be wiped out. According 
to a dispatch received to-day tho Poit- 
mister-General has rendered a decision to 
that effect aud has also decided that inas- 
much us the instalment pooplo have charged 
two or throe pri:es for tnoir commodities 
all debts due on the date cf such decision 
golnc into effect shall bo regarded aa can- 
celled. 



SEVERELY SCOURGED. 

Ravages of Diphtheria In a Bohemian Vil- 
lage In Mlnnesotta. 

North n eld, Minn., Doc. -27.— The little 
town of Vesley, thirteon miles east of hore, 
is soroly i. tll .ctod. Since the 15th of Novem- 
ber 54 deaths from diphtheria havo occurred. 
The diaeaee is not confined to the village, 
but has spread ovor tho surrounding 
country. There have been lif'y deaths 
ut u settlement! thiou miloj west 
of here. A-ido from this thero 
aro nixiy critical ciibop, and wurct 
of all, tliere is no doo'or in the placo, nor ia 
there a boaid of health. The graveyard is 
too small. A t urveyor from horj baa been 
employed to lay out a new one for tho oc- 
casion. Two men are eng iged to dig graves 
and an average of two deaths occur daily, 
while twice aH many now eaaes appear. The 
village haa a population of three hundred, 
of whom not more than a drzan speak 
English. All art BohomianB. Ttioro 
i8 a Catholic church thero but no 
funerals ore allowed in it. Services are 
held in a field some diatatco away. The 
priest is incapacitated for duly much of 
tho time, and few burials aro attonrled by 
services. Two or threo bodies aro thrown 
in a pile like dead shoep, Inatoai'. of a doc- 
tor tho priest is called in and prayer is 
offered in placo of modical aid. There is no 
drug storo thero and disinfectants aro un- 
known. D.zidb of sick ohildren lay for 
days without attention of any kind until 
thoy dio. In Homo instances fivo nr six 
membera of a family have died. No pre- 
caution iB taken to check tho ravages of tho 
diaoato.

THE LEXOW COMMITTEE. 

Inspector Williams the Principal Witness— 
Ho Positively Contradicts Ills 
Previous Testimony. 

New York, Dec. 28. — Today Inspectcr 
Williams was again tho attraction before 
the Lexow committee Next to Superin- 
tendent Byrnes, Inspector Williams io 
looked upon by tho roaidonts of the city aa 
a man who knows tvory detail in connection 
with the poliou department of New York. 

When it was made lfowu that ho wculd 
bo called as u witness thero wero numerous 
applications for admission to the court 
room. Lvvvycrs, doctors, banker?, bro 
Iters and men about town scrambled for 
seats to hear the famous " limghrj of the 
club" and Ii <|tiiaitor tinff ctosh foila in u 
wordy fouoinj; bout. Golf plied him vigor- 
ously with questions about bin alleged cor- 
ruptnesa, and ho admitted receiving §4,000 
from President Plicae, of tho Hollywood 
Whiskey Company, but ho could not ox- 
plain why Flieia gave him this. To his 
mind I hero waa nothing iudoUoato in ac- 
cepting this money. 

Yesterday Williams sivoro positively that 
ho wns never directly or indirectly con 
nected with the sale ot Hollywood whiskey, 
Tito inspector had frequently been accused 
cf having an intoroat in tho company which 
handled this brand of liquor, and it waa 
atated that by displaying u no company's sign 
in a prominent place tho proprietors oi 
aaloons were protected from arrest or annoy- 
ance for violatioos of the xciie law. Wil- 
liams denounced Schmittbeger as a liar, 
and oaid ho was prompted to lio by a prom- 
ise oi immunity given him by tho committeo. 
He met Mr. G. Ifs attacks stubbornly and 
frequently aroused merriment by his an- 
swers to several questions. After Boventy 
minutes of fencing Mr. Goff asked for an ad- 
journment, and tho majority of tho specta- 
tors Baid Williams waa tho " toughost " 
witnosa the invostigator had yet met. 

During tho procto lingo former Wardman 
Shalvey, who was Policeman Hussey's part- 
nor in the twelfth preoinct, was examined, 
and told obout his collections of bribe 
money from aaloon keepers, proprietors of 
houses of ill-fame and policy shops. He ac- 
cused Captain Webb (retired), Doherty, 
Hikiun and Schultzo of reoeiving the bribes. 
DuriDi; Schultze's regime, ho said, the prico 
on polioy shops was raiaod 10 per cent., and 
in nine months ho paid ovor to Schultzo 
about $4,000.

TREATMENT OF PUBLIC MEN. 

Aro Canadians generous to the men who 
dovoto their Uvea to tho public sorvioe ? 
Do thoy give them credit for tho good qual 
ities they poBsoss ? Bo they estimato I heir 
services at their true valuo ? Are they fair 
and conBidorato in thoir treatment of them ? 
To hear some speakers and to read sorno 
newspapers one would suppose that the 
Canadian pooplo had chosen to represent 
thom and to do the work of Govern- 
ment some of the most unprincipled 
and unscrupulous men in the whole com 
munity. The presumption with these 
critics is that tho public man is utterly 
eelflsh, and that ha does not poasosa the 
faintest spark of publio spirit. The sole 
object ho has in view, according to them, is 
his own gain and his own aggrandisement, 
Hia z^al in the cause of his party they look 
upon as the outcome of aolfishnoss. He at- 
taches himself to a party and workB for it 
and with it because he oannot attain the 
position ho seeks and the " boodle 
ho is trying to got without tho party's 
assistance. If any one should hint that 
a publio man, particularly of the party 
they oppose, really desires to serve his coun- 
try, to do good in his day and generation, 
they ridicule the suggestion and look upon 
the man who makes it aB either a hypocrite 
or a silly unpractical sentimentalist. It is 
really surprising to soo how general is the 
diaboliof in the disinterestodnoaa and the 
patriotism of the men who have entered up- 
on a public career, or who evince a deairo to 
servo tho people. 

Ono has only to know a little of publio 
men, to observe tho life they lead, 
and to aeo the sacrifices thoy moke — 
sacrificoa of ease, of comfort, of timo and of 
labor — to bo convincod that this ostimat.o is 
stupidly Bhort sighted and cruolly uojuet. 

It is almoBt provorbiul that in this country 
at any rate thero is no money in politica. 
Tho man, then, who doliboratoly ontorg 
upon a publio carocr must givo up all idea 
of ovor becoming rich, and tho ablor he is, 
tho lean in hia chance of making a fortune. 
If ho attains a high position in hie party 
tho demands that hia publio duties make 
upon his time and his attention, in 
the great majority of casoB, elT.c- 
taully prevent hia devoting him- 
self sufficiently to hie privato business 
to enable him to gain a compotonoy ur any- 
thing like it. We nee by a late telegram 
that Sir John Thompson, who wan by no 
moana a man of extravagant habits, was not 
ublo to uavo enough money to keep hia 
family in comfort after hia death. Thero 
aro hundreds of men in his profoBaion who 
do not poBaess a tithe of hia talent who at 
tho ago of fifty havo accumulated property 
enough to livo without work. Thoy did not 
serve tho publio. Thoy devoted all their 
time ond thoir energies to the prosecution 
of thoir business. They may not have 
gained brilliant reputations oven as lawyers, 
but they made monoy. But Sir John 
Thompson was successful both as a lawyer 
and u politician, and no doubt if he had no 
other object in life than to become rloh ho 
would long ago havo amaBaod a handsome 
fortuno, But ho ohose rather to servo tho 
public, and tho consequence is ho died poor. 
Sir John Thompson's lifo was not by any 



means a life of caao. He was a hard worker. 
Nearly all his waking hours from a very 
early ago were fully employed. He had not 
even fcha satisfaction of always know- 
ing that his labora on behalf of 
the people woro appreolated. Though 
ono of the most inoffenalvo of men he waa 
often the object of harsh oriticiam and un- 
scrupulous misrepresentation. 

Sir John Thompson was not tho only nun 
in Canada who worked hard for many years 
in tho sorvice of tho people who was mis- 
judged and contemned by very many, and 
treatod by them rather as tho enemy of 
hia oountry than ita faithful and most 
eelf-eacriQciDg Servant. Tho Toronto Mail 
gives the following account of the way in 
whioh three Premiera of Canada shortened 
their iivos by haid aod continuous labor 
voluntarily undertaken : 

It has always boen a matter for Burpriso 
that premiera in the paat have insisted upon 
occupying departments calling for hoavy 
work and hoavy responsibilities. Sir John 
Macdouald nearly lost hia lifo in IS™ L while 
holding tho Premiership and tho Depart- 
ment of Justice simultaneously. Yet in 
1878 ho took ohargo of tho bureau to whiah 
tho severest strain was attached — that of 
tho Interior. This ho held until tho death 
of Mr. John Honry Popo, when ho trans- 
ferred himsolf to tho Dopartment of Rail- 
ways. It was while ho attended to tho do- 
tails of tho railway business, in addition to 
tho general alfairs of Government, thut ho 
waa stricken down. The opinion at the 
timo of hia demiao was that over-pressure 
had hastened hia ond. Thero Bin bo little 
doubt that tho Btrain of tho Publio WorkB 
Department, accompanying tho responsibil- 
ity of tho Premiership, impaired 
tho health of Mr. Mackenzie. No 
man in a Govornmont could have worked 
hardor or moro conscientiously than Mr. 
Mackenzie did. Early and late ho was at 
his desk, and when Parliament was in ses- 
sion he devoted himself in tho morning to 
his dopartment and the committees, in the 
afternoon and evening to Counoil and tho 
House, and in the night to tho preparation 
of tho business for the following day. Tho 
labor was heavier than any human being 
should bo asked to undorgo. With refer- 
ence to Sir John Thompson it has alao boen 
said that hiB work brought on hia fatal ill- 
ness. It is easy to understand that the 
leadership of the House of Commons, the 
management of party affairs, the supervision 
of tho entire Administration, and attention 
to the dotailB of a very busy department of 
Govornmont, had thoir effect upon a consti- 
tution that at the outset waa naturally 
strong. 

Those three cminont and gifted men, 
aftor all they did and suffered for their 
country, died poor. And there aro many 
men still In publio life In this Dominion who 
aro working night and day to tho very beat 
of their ability to benefit the community. 
Their task is often a thankless ono. They 
munt bo more or less than human if the un 
fooling mifjudgments and the studied and 
malignant disparagement of inconsidorate 
and spiteful opponents do not embitter their 
lives. Publio mon are suroly entitled to tho 
Bamo measure of justice as is meted out to 
the worst of criminals. They should bo 
cousidored innocent until thoy lire proved 
to bo guilty. But in too many oases they 
MM not. 



AN AFFLICTED PEOPLE. 

The political worries of the pooplo of 
Newfoundland aro light when compared 
with their financial troubles, The politicians 
agiuate them unnecessarily and to a certain 
extent demoralized them, but the bank diroo 
tors robbed them and ruined them. The 
community iu not by any means a largo one 
and it, therefore, can be easily understood 
that tho failure of the two banks 
which tho people had for generations 
implicitly truatod, was to them nothing 
less or lighter than a public calam 
ity. The failure of one of them, the 
Commoroial Bank of Newfoundland, was 
particularly disgraceful and disaotrous, 
The directors of that bank had con 
spired to rob all thoso who had put 
thoir trust in it. Fire of them had bled 
the bank to death. Thoy had appropriated 
to thoir own use SI, 800, 000 of its funds, or 
rather they had booome indebted to it to 
that amount. This sum, we are told, 
amounts to " not only tho whole capital of 
tho bank, but several timos as much moro." 
These mon must havo known that they were 
ruining the institution whoso affairs thoy 
had boon olectod to direot. They knew 
that tho ruin of tho bank would involve tho 
ruin of thousands of innocent and confiding 
poople and plungo tho Inhabitants of tho 
wholo colony into tho deepest distress. The 
morning after the crash was proclaimed 
every holder of the notes of the bank wob 
filled with conBtornation to loarn that they 
were almost, if not altogether, worthless. 

Tho failure of the Union Bank is not aa die 
graceful. It appears us if it were in a groat 
measuro caused by the failure of tho Com 
morcial liank. Tho two failures left tho 
colony almost wholly without money. The 
amount of specie iu tho colony was com- 
paratively small and altogother insufficient 
for tho purposes of trade. Tho circulation 
of tho bunks ia calculated to bo 51,200, 
000. When this very considerable Bum was 
suddenly withdrawn from circulation bho 
wholo huBinosB of tho oountry must have 
boon thrown into utter confusion. 

It is aald that tho Government intends 
to uo what it can to roliovo 
tho poople, but it ia hard to 
soo what a government witii tho very 
boot Intentions can do in such a crisis. It 
oannot bo expeoted, oven if it woro ablo, to 
asaumo tho obligations of tho broken banks, 
But tho govornmenb ilBolf ia in difficulties. 
It flnde it very hard to pay tho intorest of 
its own dobtB. Wo soo that it is propoBod 
that tho govornmenb guarantee tho notes of 
tho Union Bank at 80 oonts in tho dollar 
and of the Commercial Bank, which is de- 
clared ob hopoloasly intolvont, at 20 cents 
in tho dollar, but itia not said that the pro- 
posal is likely to bo acted upon. It is some 
satisfaction to loam thab tho directors of 
tho Commercial Bank are to bo prosooutotl 
as orimlnala. Thoy deserve no moroy. 
Thoy coolly and deliboratoly robbod the 
peoplo and thoy should be treated aB rob- 
bers of tho very worst kind. 



MUNICIPAL CORRUPTION. 

The revelations thab havo been made be- 
fore the Lexow Committee still sitting in 
New York show thab tha police depart- 
ment of thab city is utterly eorrupb from 
bottom io top. It has boon proved that 
officers of tho police forcu, from roundsman 
bo inBpeotor, havo been receiving bribes 
from tho violators of law of many kinda. 
Thoy havo blackmailod the kooporB 
of disorderly houses, th< y have loviod 
tribute from Baloon keepers, from policy 
shops, from gamblers of different sorts, 
and oven from the dealoru in grcon goods. 
It appears that tho policomon visited tho 
haunts of viae with tho regularity of the tax 
collector, and as long aa thoso who kopt 
thom bribed tho police thoy woro froo from 
interference from the officers of tho law. 

It appears that the By a tern of coercion and 
terrorism instituted by tho polico for thoir 
infamous purposes was perfectly successful. 
The revonuo raised in this way waB 
vory largo. Some of it waB 
used by tho men to pay debts 
they had contracted in order to secure 
plaaos on tho fores r.ud to purchase pro- 
motion. Every plaoo had its price. To 
get on tho foroe at all a payment down 
of threo hundred dollars was re- 
quired. Ono captain paid as high 
as twenty thousand for his piec?. 
Where tho money went to eventually bus 
notyetheon mudo vory oloar, but lb has 
boen found that men who havo hitherto boon 
considered incorrupt havo received money 
in ways that are strango and irregular with- 
out apparently susptoiing thab they wore 
doing anything that deserved blame. 

Tho revolutions aro still Incomplete, but 
thero aro indications that it is believed in 
aome influential quarters that tho inquiry 
haa gone far enough. But Dr. Parkhurst, 
who oausod tho inquiry to bo instituted, is 
not satisfied, and ho has behind him a very 
large body of well-disposed citizens who are 
dstermluod that if ib ia possible the wholo 
truth shall bo brought out. Thoy aro in- 
dignant that tho police force, which is es- 
tablished and supportod to maintain ordor 
and to enforce law, haa boen per- 
verted into an organization to oncourago 
vice aud to screen and protect the violators 
of law. Tho proceedings of tho Lexow Com- 
mitteo have given the world a glimpso into 
the inner working of tho government of 
New York City, and the speotaole has 
aaused astoniahment and arouaed indignation 
among tho great bulk of tho citizana, but 
there aro many whom the revelations made 
before tho committee have neither surprised 
nor angered.

A STRANGE STORY. 



Peter Bellinger Is Arrested for Sel- 
ling- a Child Into 
Slavery.

That the Boy Was 
Stolen.

The provinoial polioe are to-day drawing 
togethor the threads of evidenoe in a easo 
that promises to be tho most unique and 
extraordinary in tho criminal annala of tho 
Canadian Northwest. Tho hero is tho littlo 
8-year-old whits boy Arthur Mooro or Bel- 
linger, to whom tho Dgeklezot Indiana have 
given tho name of " Cockeolakin," and tho 
story ia a Btrange and a mysterious one, 
Tho sequel is oxpootod to be the return of 
tho lad to family and friends from whom ha 
has long been soparated, and tho conviction 
of Peter Bellinger, who is believed to havo 
taken him from his home in far-away Mioh- 
igan, taught him a vagrant's life, and finally 
Bold him for a Blavo to the chief of ono of tho 
moBt degraded Indian tribes in Amerioa. 

Bollingor, who ia a " oultus white man" 
according to tho Indiana' definition, wjs 
locked up at provincial polioe headquarters 
yeatorday aftirnoon, tho charge against him 
being that of selling a boy into slavery — in 
contravention of Boction '204 of tho criminal 
oodo. Chiof Totenoso of the Dgoklozets 
(who are generally known aa the Chuck- 
leuetta), who purchaoid tho oblld'for $90 in 
oaah ; MitktnBk, hit k'ootoiman quoen, 
and John of tho Kyuquots, are held us wit- 
aeaBea ot tho truuaaciion, us well us tho boy 
Arthur, who also waa present at tho time of 
tho Balo and saw the price of his aUvory 
paid into tho handa uf tho man culling him- 
self hia father. 

The unuaual charge— tho caBe ia without 
preot dent in thia part of tbo couutry at leaat — 
ia provided for by aub-eoction c. cf tho clanso 
of tho code under which it is laid, und the 
penalty provided ia seven years' imprison- 
ment, Provincial officer Hutchieon who 
has the caso in hand has not only literally 
run his man to earth in remarkably quick 
time, but he has forged a chain of evidence 
in which there does not appear to be one 
feotivo link. Tho proof of the sale is bo- 
lieved to be oorc'uaive, but the remarkable 
caeo ia not expected to end iu tho conviction 
of Bellinger upon the preaent iudiotinent. 
There is Btrong reason for tho conclusion 
that Bullingor la not tho lad's father, but 
tho kidnaper of th'o child from his home and 
friends in the littlo town in Miohigan — with 
whatovor motive haa yet to bo learned. 

Tho polioe have aoted with praiseworthy 
promptitude in the cabo. It was only on 
the 15th of the present month that Captain 
Macaulay, of tho schooner Beatrice, re- 
ported the Belling of tho lad to the Dgeklo 
zota, and officers Hutchison, McKenna and 
Finnogan wore detailed to investigate, the 
former being in oharge. They embarkod 
for the Weat Coast on the atoanier Mlsohitf 
and reaohed Kyuquot without adventure. 
There it was learned that Belllngor had 
fortified himself in his oabin, armed with 
shotgun and rifle, and sworn to reaiBt arrest ; 
on Boeing the stoatnor come Into harbor his 
courage failed him however, and he fled to 
tho woods. 

Taking several Indiana with him, officer 
Hutohiaon proooed to explore the busb, and 
after searching half an hour or more dieaov 
ered his man hiding in a hollow cedar 
atump. Bellingor did not resiat arroat, but 
proteated entiro innocence. The boy, ho 
said, was hie son ; he had not Hold him, but 
knowing Chief Totonose'a wife to be » good, 
kind heartod woman, ho had left the lad in 
her oiro. Tho money in tils poasesaion — ho 
had $44 10 in hiB pockets and $."S5 25 in hia 
trunk — he explained ho had made by 
working among the Indiana. 

To get tho boy waa tho next move. He 
waa at the Dgeklezet reservation, twelve 
mileB away, and there tho poBso noxt pro- 
ceeded. On the way up thoy passed a small 
eloop but paid littlo altontion to it. Arriv- 
ing, they woro informed thut the Chief, the 
boy and aovoral Indiana had gone down to 
Kyuquot with a sloop— the very onp that 
they had paBBod. 

Tho steamer having work to do furthor 
up the coast, a landing waa made and, ao- 
oompanied by Rev. Father Mauleman and a 
number of Indians, the police returned to 
Kyuquot by oanoo — u wild and tetnpostuooi 
trip at this aoaion of the yo»r which few 
mon would care to undertake. At Kyuquot 
the boy waa obtained with little difficulty, 
and tho chief and hia wife with John of the 
Kyuquot'e were induood to accompany the 
party to Victoria. Thia could not havo 
been accompliahod without considerable dif- 
ficulty had it not boon for tho efforts of the 
good priest, the Indiana being in tho midst 
of a groat potlach danoe and not favorable to 
the departuro of their chiefs in the company 
of tho police. 

On tho way baok to Viotoria, Bellinger 
waa kept in oaptivity in tho Misohiel'a 
hold, little Arthur having mani- 
feated the greatest terror ivhonover 
he came near him. Aasurod that he waa 
safe from his " father's " ill usage, and 
treated with kindness that ho waa littlo ac- 
customed to by the oflicera, the boy, with- 
out forclog, told his Btory — in fragments 
and vaguely in many respects, but with 
inflioient exactness in material dotaila to 
command belief. 

His name ho Baid was Arthur Moorn, and 
his father's name waa John Mooro ; Bellin- 
ger waa not his father at all. He remem- 
bered hia true father, with whom ho lived a 
long timo ago in a boarding hotiBO in lliston 
and afterwards in tho littlo town of Chas- 
aell, in tho Michigan lumber vvooda. Thon 
ho wont to visit at a Mr. Cody'e, in Holtou, 
anothir littlo town down in Muskogon 
county, und thero it waa that l!il linger got 
him and took him away in a wagon. He could 
not quite remember whether Bollinger atole 
him or bought him, und ho didn't know at

Trustee Lewis Considers Youug Ladies 
Should Not Perform Acro- 
batic Fents. 

Resolution to Reopen Hock Bay 
School -Plebiscite on the 
liiuuer Hour. 

There won a full meeting of tho aohool 
board last night, and tho principals of the 
various schools wero in attendance. 

Tho oiroular from the Superintendent of 
Education, previously printed, with recom- 
mendations to touchers regarding thooarry- 
log out of sohool regulations, was received 
and thoroughly endorsed by the board. 

Principal MoNeili reported, asking for 
certain supplies for tho North Ward school. 
Reforred to tho supply committee to aoo. 

Applications for poBitiona on tho teaching 
stall' wero laid on tho tablo, as was also an 
[indication for jinitorship. 

'The rtBultB of the examinations in tho 
Bohools were received. Mr. McNeill, prin- 
cipal of tho North Ward, In hiB report men- 
tioned that the arithmetic markB woro low, 
the subject not receiving the attention that 
its Importunes demanded. However, the 
written examinations wore very good, and 
tho next one would show much uo'tt-r re- 
sults. Miss Cameron roported for South 
Park Bohool that in tho firat division tho 
examinations woro actually in progress be- 
fore tho trustees had decided that all pupils 
should bo examined. Consequently only 
thoao who desired took the examination for 
High school entratioo. Tho toporls wero 
tabled. 

Tho committee on technical education. 
Trustees Lewis, Lovell and Mirclmnt, ro 
ported that in view of tho proposed legisla- 
tion by tho government tho consideration 
of tho Bubject bo postponed until tho gov- 
ernment, proposals aro made known. 

Trustee Lovell though that technical 
eduoa'lou would bo too expensivo to Intro, 
duco here. Night Bohools might woik very 
well, however. 

The Chair remarked that as ho under- 
stood it, the board had been aakod to formu- 
lae a plan for tho guidatcj of tho govern- 
ment. 

Trustee Lewis thought perhupa the re- 
port miwjhc be withdrawn and further t me 
gran'od. This was agreed to. 

Tho committee of school principals, to 
whom tho matter of the congested state of 
North Ward sohool was referred, (o roport 
on the poBsibility of sending boqio of the 
pupils to Spring Ridge school, wroto : 

We extiminod the lists and residences of 
pupils in congested classes >-nd find only six 
pupils within reasonable diatanco and easy 
of access of tho Spring Ridgo or Central 
schools. Three or four more could be Bent, 
but wo find that tho elder members of the 
family are attending the highor classes. 
This number would not relieve tho school to 
any appreciable extent. Aoy numbor of 
pupils cao be found near the sjhool, but we 
did not foel justified in recommending the 
smaller pupils to walk tuoh a long distance. 
However if the board so order it the school 
can be relieved in that way. 

Sone general diajussion onau d, Mr. 
McNeill explaining that since tho promo- 
tion^ in Noith Ward school he had in rhe 
fifth division 78 pupils ; sixth division, 97 ; 
sevonth division, 02 ; and eighth division, 
76 

The Chair thought some plan m'ght be 
found to nven up tho avorugs in tho different 
ichools without increasing the expense. 

Trustee March ant did not see any 

practuaile met mri ol net ing over tho evil 
without opening up the old Rock Bay school. 
He we u'd, lharnturo, move a resolution to 
le pen tlat school. 

'J RUSTEE Glover seconded this motion. 

Trdstee 8AUNDERS held that the olassea 
could ba averaged without opening the 
Bohonl. 

Trustee Lewis did not beliovo in making 
chi'dron of tlx or oight years old walk oil 
the way from the North Ward sohool to the 
Spring Ridge or Control schools. 

The Chair advised caro os to adding to 
the expense of the ratepayers In the prosent 
state nf tho city finances. 

Trustee Lovell suggested that one way 
out of tha difficulty could be found by turn- 
ing tho big hall in tho Norh Ward school 
into clues-rooms, if required. 

The question being put, the re oppning of 
Rock Bjy school wati carried en tho follow- 
ing vote : 

For — Trustoea Lewis, Marohant and 
Glover. Against — Trustooa Suuntlers and 
Lovell. 

Tho aohool was placed under tho superin- 
tendent of tho Ni>rt h Ward achonl ; a tea cher 
to bo employed at £50 por month, a jinltor 
at §12,50, and thu supply committee to be 
empowered to obtain the supplies required. 

The question us to whother Mr. St. Clair 
should bo returned for a further period as 
phynioal instructor wuh taken up. A petition 
signed by 71 ratepayers was read, unking 
tho board to rotuin Mr. St. C.atr in his 
position. 

Trustee Saunders, seoonded by Trustee 
Lovoll, moved that Mr. St. Clair bo re 
tuinod for aix months. 

Trustee Marchant mado fun of tho 
petition, ho'ding that Dr. I'anirgton, Mr, 
Robert Ward, Mr. H. Dallas Holnickon, 
Mr. G M. Johnson and other signers wero 
not in ua good a position to judge us men 
who sent their children to tho schools. He 
was in favor of teaching swimming to tlpi 
children, bowiver, and if Mr. St Clair 
would undertuko that in the Bummer he 
might consent :o voto for tho expenditure. 

Trustee Glover, though formerly op 

pofed to huving a physical instructor, had 
ohunged his opinion B1DO0 finding many of 
the parents approved of having their chil 
dren trained. Ho would thor»foro rapport 
Trustee Saunders' motion. 

Trustee Lewis put the whole thing 
(Iowa us a novelty and did not believo in 
tho board taking the onus of children get 
ting drowned wheu loarning to swim. H« 
also objected to great big girls going roui d 
olimblug ropes and doing acrobatic feats 
(Liughter ) 

Trustee Saunders* motion being put, 

TruBteo Lewis voted uguiust it, while Trus- 
too Marohant rofusod to voto either way. 
Tho throe, other trustoes voted in the ollirm- 
ativo and c«?riod it. 

On Trustee Marchant'a motion it was ro- 
solved to toko a voto of parents and teach 
era on tho second Tuesday after the schools 
reatsembled to find out whother they would 
liko the children to huvo an hour and a half 
instead of an hour for lunch. Ballot pipers 
will bo Bont to eaoh parent, una Mr. 
Not.horby will net aa returning ollicor. 

Tho question of oxuminutiou papora com- 
intr up, 

Trustee Marchant remarked that a 
good deal of dissatisfaction had no 
doubt bnoa caused by somo of the 
paporB. If any good could bo done they 
might Blind tho papora to Dr. Popo to got 
hiB opinion. At tho oamo tlmo ho exoner- 
ated the principals from boing actuatod by 
any bub tho boat motives in setting tho 
papora. 

TRUSVEE Lewis was suro ho could nob do 
somo of tho questions, and questioned 



whother if " all the dead theologians were 
rcsuriectrd " they could copo with 
nomo of the questions. (Laughter.) 
Tho matter waB laid over. 

Mr. W. K. Bull waa named returning 
officer for tho school truBteo election.

West Coast-Au Eventful 
Cruise Completed.

Though expected on Thursday evening, it 
was lato yeBtorday afternoon before the 
steam schooner MiBchiof, Capt. Foot, re- 
turned from the firBt of her regular monthly 
trips along the West CjaBD. Sho was de- 
layed at S<n Juau through running short of 
fuel and in securing a sufficient supply to 
bring her into port. This, however, was 
oxpodited by a midnight chopping boo on 
the beach. The Indians at San Juan seem 
to bo better business men than their brothers 
further up the coast. At Clayoquot Capt. 
Foot, could havo sold wood though lots of it 
was soatterod about, but at San Juan the 
Indiana were quite independent and asked 
as much as §3 lor three blooks of wood which 
the Mischief was obliged to obtain. Fine 
woatnor continued throughout the trip. At 
<Jnatsino, where the now Norwegian 
colony is established and whither 
the steamor had gone with «up. 
plies, it has been very fino for weoka 
paat and the settlers havu beon making the 
most of it. Thoy are still cngagod prospoot- 
ing, and though enoountcring much diili - 
culty in their work through the lack of 
roads aro expectant, indued oonlldeut, of 
governmont assistance in this direction. 
One of tho settlers last week had a thrilling 
experience. Ho got lost on the trail to 
Fort Rupert (ono of tho bost roadB in that 
part of the oountry) and waB miosing for 52 
hours. Whon found he was completely ex- 
hausted but is now none thu womo for his 
experience. Two very fino samples of 
mineral were brought to Victoria on the 
Mischief. Ono of these is u piece of coal, 
resembling anthracito, but ia in roaliiy 
bituminous. It was found ou a ledge pru- 
jootieg out into the water at Kyuquot, and 
indicated a near and extensive mine. Tho 
other mineral appears to bo silver quartz. 
It was brought to Victoria for »ssay. 
Another important discovery has been made 
by tho colony, and that is of a fine quality 
of fir which heretofore was not known to 
grow on tho northern part of tho Ialani, 
Getting this ready for market is what tho 
settlers propose doing immediately, and 
thoy will, as soon as possible, build a saw- 
mill for tho purpose. Newa of great pot- 
laches all along the coast is reported by the 
Misohiof . Thero is one on at Fort Rupert, 
and among its participants aro eomo Indians 
belonging to Quatsino, who have been en- 
gagod to go on a Boaling cruise aboard tho 
achoonor Rosie Olsen, whioh will probably 
have troublo in looating thorn. At Ahou- 
aet the Nachatlot, Nootka and Kyuquot In- 
diana are all colebrating, while at San Juan 
there is a big gathering of tha Nitinat and 
ClayooBe tribes. Thore Beems to be little 
whiskoy among the natives, for although 
numerous searches wero mado by tho polios 
offioora aboard the Miaohlef no intoxi- 
cants wore found. Gambling, how- 
ever is the vioe whioh the dusky 
youths are now davoting thoir attention to. 
An instinco of this ocourrod while the Mis- 
chief wis at Sin Juan, a young Kyuquot 
brave capturitg all the spoil in tho way of 
money at the potlaoh, leaving his brethren 
penniless. So far as Captain Foot could 
learn there have been no wreekB on the 
coast. Tho twenty-ton achoonor Amatour 
was, on Mondiy weok, blown completely 
out of the water at Kyuquot, on a ricky 
Bhoro. She was lying in a sheltered place 
when tho gale arose, the wind handling her 
as a plaything. Tho only damage sustained 
hovever, was a broken keel, which hus 
since been replaced and the vessel set afloat 
again. Ciptiina McGraw and Foley, of the 
tchooners Floroccj M, Smith and San Juan, 
returned on the MiPcUiif, after Becuring 
Indicn crews at Friendly cove for tho seal- 
ing cruise next year. 

THE SECOND SEALER AWAY. 

Last evening the sealing schooner Mascot, 
Ciptain E. Loronz, was towed to soa. She 
ie the second of tho aoaling fleet away, and 
liko her predecoanor, tho Rosio Olaon, will 
shapo her oourso for tho Japan coast so aoon 
aa sho takes her Indian crow aboard. 
From hoio sho goes to M asset, Qjeen 
Charlotte iBland, for her Indians. 
Then she sails for Yokohama to arrive about 
the first of March. It is not known whether 
or not she will enter tho Soa, but according 
to present arrangements tho groatcr part of 
tho nine months' cruise for which the 
schooner is provisioned will bo spent on tl e 
Japan and Copper inland cousts. Tl o 
schooner's crow when completed will conoiit 
of seven whites and Bixteon Indiana —eigl t 
cmoeB— besides the captain. List year 
Captain LoreDZ commanded the Dora 
Sieword, but this year Captain Sieword will 
have chargo of tho latter. 

MARINE NOTES. 

From father to eon the ownership of the 
well known sealing schooner Enterprise was 
charged at a sheriff's salo conducted ly 
Deputy Sheriff Siddatl in front of the court 
home, Bastion stroot, yesterday afternoon, 
Tho eulo waB on uccouut of judgments fi r 
wages duo to John Clark, jr., and I.aac 
Htuniger, tho vensol boiug owned by th<j 
former's father. Kidding was brisk at tho 
sa'.o, owing, no doubt, to tho threo credilora 
of the vessel being present. The schooner 
wan filially sold at $0,000 and hor sealing 
outfit at 830O, tho total amounting to 
almost tha aggregate of tho plaintiffs' 
claims.

THE FIVE O'CLOCK TEA. 



Novel and Decorative Effects Introduced 
With Crnpo 1'ivper of Various Tints. 

"When crapo papovwas placed upon 
tho market a fow yonrs ago, it cora- 
manded littlo attontiou. Tho possibili- 
ties of its development were not roalized. 
It was not long, however, boforoits doli- 
cato color and effect, with its strong and 
durable toxturo, occasioned examina- 
tion, and from examination has como 
adoption. Now it is in gonoral use, al-

though its actual possibilities aro still 
to bo realized. What this stylo of paper 
can do for tho ornaniontation of a homo 
and in every corner of it is as yet un- 
known. Something of what it can do 
was told not long ago in tho columns of 
The Ladies' Homo Journal. With other 
illustrations given was that of a 5 
o'clock tea, a pretty affair in the shades 
of violet. Masses of violets aro lying 
hero and thoru upon tho table, which is 
draped with tho crapo paper and satin 
ribbon to match. It is in a delicate lav- 
ender, with tho odgo tinted violet, and 
flowers nrn all in tho latter shade, from 
a pale lavender to tho darkest purple, 
though, if (5im is not partial to the 
darker element and would keep it light 
and soft, tho deupcr hues can be omit- 
ted. 

On tho lamp, which is an almost in- 
dispensable addition to tho table, there 
is a shade of lavender trimmed witli 
rosettes of half inch wido lavender rib- 
bon. Perhaps tho most striking color 
for an ambitious woman's tea tablo is 
magenta. As tho crape paper is not pro- 
pared in tho solid magenta coloring, 
ono may uso tho white with tho edge 
tinted magenta. For tho decoration 
great golden hearted orchids, with tho 
tips of thoir roomy potals touched with 
tho brilliant magenta, aro fastened to 
tho tablo with smart bows of magenta 
satin ribbon. If a lamp is used, tho 
shado should ho white, with a lino of 
magenta coloring for tho bordor, and 
may bo rendered additionally attractive 
by tho addition of rosettes of narrow 
magenta ribbon. 

A yellow 5 o'clock tea is particularly 
desirablo, especially if two shades of 
yollow or yellow and white aro used. 
Tho flowors can bo chrysanthemums or 
orchids. Narcissus and jonquils also 
form an attractive decoration when used 
with ribbon of the same or contrasting 
color. 

Pink is also a good color. Tho light 
falling through a shado of this tint is 
soft and delicate. Couvolvnli, or morn- 
ing glories, as they aro more commonly 
called, afford a desirablo decoration, in 
which tho pink or green coloring pre- 
dominates. Tho delicate trailing vino 
work, from which emerges an occasion- 
al pink cup, forms an exquisite finish 
to tho tablo.

Tho HusIiipbb of the Week and Future Pros- 
pects Summarized by Dun's and 
Brailstreet's, 

New Yokk, Deo. 28 — R. G. Dun & Co. 
to-morrow will Bay : Tho commercial failures 
in 1894 already reportod to K. G. Dun & Co. 
number 14 292 against 15,242 last yenr, wiih 
liabilities of If 163,238,4f>l against §340.779,- 
SS'Jlaat year. Next week tho final report 
for 1S94 will probably include about four 
hundred more failures, with liabilities of 
about §4 000,000 TLa failures in three 
weeks of D.-oombor show liabilities of $10,- 
651,937, of which 53,i 500,700 wore manufac- 
turing and §0,751 ,419 of trading eonoornB. 
The failuros for the week' havu been 350 in 
tho United States ugaitat 511 lust year, and 
41 in Canada agatnBt 41 laot year. 

Brudatroot'a to morrow will eay : General 
trade presents the ueual holiday character- 
istics. A muj irity of tho wholcBalo dealers 
and manufacturers uro beginning or havo 
finished taking Btock or arranging settle- 
ments for the new yeor. Tho main activity 
has beon for Christmas specialties in retail 
linos. Jobbors claim that the outlook for 
trudo during tho lato winter and oarly 
spriog is for very conservative buying In 
some lines, notably heavy textiles, tho re- 
cent cold woather has stimulated Bides, and 
reports from rotailers West and South indi- 
oato that atockB ure low, almost beyond pre- 
cedent. This is tukon as Indicative, of a 
hotter merchandise trado in the near future. 
Travelling salesmen, with few exceptions, 
are off the road. Merchants incliuo to the 
view that 1895 promises a favorable 
business, although opinions are dividod as 
to whother or not renewed activity will 
mark the early months of tho coming year. 
Industries are shut down for repairs or to 
take stook, and owing to tho extromely low 
pricos tho wages movement tonds down- 
ward. 

The reduood stocks of American avallablo 
supplies of wheat, notwithstanding reportB 
in the visible statement of » not inereaeo, 
tend to Btronglhen wheat, but thn surpris- 
ingly large total of that cereal (fl. mr in- 
cluded aa wheat) sent abroad last week is 
fully tfffot by tho shrinkage in exportation 
this week, tho total, bcth coasts, of tho U. 
8. being 1,814 000 buahels, compurod with 
3,554.000 buahels in tho previous week. 

Toronto jobbers say that trade is quiet and 
travellers are not hurrying thsir departure, 
although at Montreal preparations are mak- 
ing in several linca to send out travellerB. 
At Quebec city shoo manufacturers report 
trado brisk. Ac Halifax the volumo of busi- 
ness is moderato and wholesale trado iB dull. 
Tho collections throughout Novu Scotia are 
slow. In Newfoundland the business situa- 
tion remains unchanged, or, as previously 
described, ia sfnowhat chaotic Tho bink 
cWriogs ar. Winnipeg, Hamilton, Toronto, 
Montreal and Halifax agcregato §15,412,000 
this week, against §21,171,000 last week, 
and §10 351,000 in the eame week last your. 
Ia Manitcb i one failure less than laBt year 
is reported, though with a slightly increased 
volumo of liabilities. The failures in tho 
Northwest Territories dropped more than 
ono half thin year, and tho liabilities still 
further. There is »lsi u smaller number of 
failures reported from British Columbia, but 
the liahilitioi havo increased.

ROSSBiCH REPUDIATED. 

Tho Deliverances of a Reverend Blp;ot Authori- 
tatively Denounced by a Prominent 
Roman Catholic Divine. 

MONTREAL, Doc. 2S —A great Bensation 
haa boon croatod in all classes of sooioty in 
tho Dominion by tho utterances of Rov. 
Father Roaabach, who proaohod a sormon at 
tho requiem aorvica for tho repoBO of the 
soul of the lato Sir John Thompson at St. 
Patrick's church, Quoboo. Tho sorvicn was 
attonded by Protestants aud Roman Catho- 
lics aliko ; but notwithstanding this Father 
RoBnbach, after referring to tho Premier's 
conversion to th6 Roman Oathollo church, 
abruptly declared that if Sir John could now 
speak he would say that tho only truo reli- 
gion was found In tho bosom of the ho y 
mother church, and that all others wero 
shams »nd frauds. Among the olergy pre- 
sont with tho Archbishop of Quebec when 
this drclaration was made, was Right Rev. 
Dr. O'Reilly, of Now York, who waa on one 
of his periodical visits to Quebec, wliero ho 
was educated and ordained. Ho was at- 
tached for a numbor of yoars to tho spiritual 
ministration of tlio Irish Roman Catholics 
of Quebec and its neighborhood. This old 
BJBOciation, no doubt, induced tho Cardinal 
to select Dr. O'Reilly to reply to Father 
RooBbach, which, ho did in the mosb edoo- 
ttvo manner in a sermon at Sillery ohuroh. 
After referring to tho obnoxious remarks 
of Father Roaabach he said : " What a 
pity, that a few d&ya ago in dear old St, 
Patriok's ohurch, a priostly volco, which 
should have boon raised only to praiso and 
bless the departed, should have uttered 
words of insult to the living, and instead of 
thrilling hit hoarora and men of different 
belief than ours with the rocital of a states- 
man's and great citizen's meritorious deeds 
and Christis.n virtues, we should have all 
been (hocked by an unoalled for, untimely, 
unauthorized and unjustifiable denunciation 
of beliefs differing from ours. FromthiBplaco 
I most solemnly deolare that tho words thus 
uttered have not only deeply wounded the 
Roman Catholic community throughout 
Canada., but that they are repudiated by all 
classes of Canadian Roman Catholics a adby 
tho Roman Catholio clergy of every de- 
gree." 

Of the incident L'Eloctenr sr.yit : " lb Ia 
our du'y to deolare tho preacher who ao 
brutally Insulted his Protostant hearers by 
telling that tho Protestant religion is a 
fraud is a foroigner to this country." 



CHINESE REGULATIONS. 

Stringent United States Provisions for the 
Return of Laborers Who Leave 
the Country. 

Washington, Deo. 28.— Tho regulations 
for tho return to the Unitoc'; States of Chi- 
nese laborers, aa provided for by the rooont 
troaty between this country and China, 
have been completed by tho Secretary of 
tho Treasury. Under tbo regulations u 
Cnineae luboror who haa resided aud regis- 
tered in tho United Sti.toa and dep.artod 
therefrom, and alao may havo a lawful wife, 
ohild or parent in this country, or prcporty 
therein of tho valuo of $1,000 or debts of 
ltko amount duo him, will ba per- 
mitted to return, provided that before de- 
parting ho deposits with tho collector of 
cuatoma of tho tliatrict ia which ho roHldes, 
or with tho noaroBt customs oliicer, a cer- 
tificate of registration from tho internal 
revenue collector aud a full detcriptlon of 
hitj family, property or debts. Tho papers 
must bo accompanied by three photographs 
of tho laborer, and the statement submitted 
by him, if found to bo norroot, will bo cer- 
tified by tho collector of oustoms. Tho 
papers, with tho photograph', aro to be 
transmitted to tho ol.ecor of uuatomi' of 
tho port from which tie Chinoao porson la 
to depart and who must return to the 
oountry via the port of departure. The 
certified description :f tho Chinaman will 
bo filod in tho ollioo of tho colleotor at tho 
port of exit as a menns of identification. 
Tho rot urns to the U :i. must bo within ono 
yeur from tho date of tlepartnro unless aiok-

ness or other disability prevents, in which 
evont [ho faots aro requlrod to bo certified 
by tho Chineso consul at the port from 
whioh tho Chinoso porson may depart for 
the Unitod States. A cortificato will be 
iBBiied to tho laborer on his departure, which 
will nob contain a doacription of the 
person to whom it was Issued, but will re for 
to tho person to whom it was isauod and 
speak of the identification papers by num- 
bor. This will obviate the sale or exchange 
of certifiuates and render the idontifioation 
of the returning ChinoBO more certain. Col- 
lectors at porta of exit will be required to 
transmit to tho treasury department weekly 
reports of Chineso leaving their respective 
port?, giving tho name, local reeldeoco and 
occupation of such porBone. Tho colleotors 
will also be required to oancel all certificates 
of returning Chinese and to forward the 
s*me to the Treasury whore records are to 
be kopt on forms especially provided for the 
purpose. Tho certificates to be isaued will 
be serially numbered and issued by the de- 
partment to oolleotors on requisition there- 
for, an account being kept in each instance, 
and collectors will ba required to oxerciso 
unusual care in all matters pertaining to the 
issuance, cancellation and roturn to tho de- 
partment of suoh certificates.
